THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Danville, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


[L. 8.] 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town hall, in said 
Danville, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropri- 
ation of the same. 

3. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to repair the several highways and bridges, 
for the year ensuing. 

4, ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money necessary to obtain State aid for building State 
road, and to decide where to build the same. 

5. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of State road. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the public library. 

%. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to buy a two-horse road machine. 
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8. On petition of Melburn J. Dimond and 14 other legal 
voters, To see if the town will vote to buy fire apparatus for 
the use of the town, and to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for the same. 


9. On petition of Wilton H. Hoyt and 14 other legal vot- 
ers, ‘T'o see if the town will vote to buy a piano for use in the 
Town hall, and to raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
the same. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to be used in improving the cemeteries. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to be used for care and repair of the Town hall. 

12. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on all 


taxes paid before July 1, 1921, and to determine the amount 
of said discount. 


13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to hire money for the use of the town. 


14. To see how much of the parsonage funds the town will 
vote to spend for preaching, for the year ensuing. 


15. 'To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the observance of Memorial Day. 

16. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
| SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Danville: 

Below follows my first annual report to you. It covers 
the school year, which by law begins September 1, 1919, 
and ends August 31, 1920. 


Tus New Epvcarronat Laws or 1919. 


Danville is one of the six towns forming Supervisory 
Union No. 14. The other five towns are Epping, Fre 
mont, Sandown, Kingston and East Kingston. The six 
school boards jointly nominate a superintendent and fix 
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his salary. He is employed by the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 


The law provides that each town must maintain stand- 
ard schools, which are defined as follows: 

1. Maintained at least 36 weeks in each year. 

2. In a suitable and sanitary building. 

8. Equipped with approved furniture, books, maps 
and necessary. appliances. 

4. Taught by an approved teacher. 

5. Directed and supervised by an approved superin- 
tendent. 

6. With suitable provision for the care of the health 
and physical welfare of the pupils. 

If a tax of $5 per $1,000. of the inventory of a town 
is not sufficient to maintain the required standard schools 
(to pay the teachers’ salaries, for books and supplies, fuel, 
transportation of pupils over two miles, janitor service), 
the State is to furnish the balance. Danville received 
$1,066.55 from the State for this year. 

“A suitable and sanitary building” is defined by the 
regulations of the State Board ag follows: 


1. The major portion of the light shall come from the 
pupils’ left and rear, with no windows in front of the 
pupils. 

2. Ratio of window area to floor area shall not be less 
than 1 to 5; (in some states it is 1 to 4). 

38. Equipment for heating must be adequate to fur- 
nish a temperature of 68 degrees and ventilation with- 
out drafts. 

4, Walls must be in good condition and painted some 
light color, so as to lighten the room. 

5. Toilets must be free from obscene markings, fur- 
nish proper privacy, the vaults fly-proof and cleaned three 
times each year. 
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6. No common drinking cups allowed; water to be 
provided in covered tank with faucet. Facilities for 
washing hands to be at hand, but no common towels, for 
they spread disease. | 


Durttres oF THE Scuoort Boarp AND SUPERINTENDENT. 


The School Board elect and determine the salary of the 
teachers, authorize all purchases, prepare budget of ex- 
penditures, adopt a curriculum, make out the school cal- 
endar, make rules for the attendance of children under 
eight years of age, arrange for transportation of pupils, 
make building repairs, determine which holidays shall be 
no-school days. 

The superintendent prescribes the methods of teaching, 
chooses the text-books and supplies, nominates the teach- 
ers, arranges the order of the topics in each subject of the 
curriculum, sets standards for promotion, assisted by the | 
advice of the teacher he promotes the pupils, distributes 
and keeps account of the supplies. 


Repatrs AND ALTERATIONS Mapr Durina THE YAR. 


The obscene miarkings in all toilets have been eradicated 
and their return prevented by close supervision. The toi- 
lets are swept every day. They are now a wholesome and 
sanitary place. I trust that the first grade of last year is 
the last group of children that ever receives that daily 
training in obscenity which the toilets have furnished. 

The hallway walls of the Eaton building have been re- 
covered with beaver board. 

In the North Danville school building the lighting on 
the pupils’ left and rear has been greatly increased by the 
addition of windows. The inside walls and ceiling have 
been newly painted a light color. 
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Sussrots to Br Empnasizep Durine tHE SicHoo. 
Yrar 1920-1921. 
First: Reading in Grades Four to Eight. 


The Adams reading tests were given all grades during 
the year, and my observation of the pupils’ inefficiency in 
studying both indicate a great lack of ability in the pupils 
of the upper grades to read to themselves rapidly and then 
to reproduce what they have read. 

To improve the pupils in this, I am calling the atten- 
tion of the teachers to the best methods of teaching reading 
in the upper grades and then requiring them to give all pu 
pils in these grades much daily drill in reading. 


Second: Fundamental Processes in Arithmetic in Grades 
Three to Hight. 


_Examinations and observations made by me, expressed 
opinions of the teachers, and the frequent criticisms of the 
parents and teachers indicate that the pupils have not mas- 
tered many of the simple, fundamental processes of arith- 
metic. 

We are going to do everything possible this year to 
eliminate this weakness. We shall endeavor to drill every 
pupil on them until he hlas them right on his “tongue’s 
end.” If a pupil is to really profit by the more advanced 
work, he must have the simple operations so completely 
mastered that they are almost, if not quite, automatic. 


Third: Health Work and Supervision of Play. 


This work will have four features, as follows: 

1. 3 to 5-minute health drills given daily in the school 
room while the room is being aired. These include 
exercises that stimulate deep breathing, correct 
posture, straighten round shoulders, prevent constipa- 
tion, stimulate the heart, and develop suppleness and 
grace. 
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School ground plays and games supervised by the 
teacher. In the old days all boys knew and played 
a great number of games and stunts; they had French ~ 
wrestle, collar and elbow, short or side hold, knocking 
off hats, pom pom pull away, hare and hound, bull 
in the ring, snap the whip, tag, cross tag, stone tag, 
chin the bar, hop, skip and jump, high jump, ete. 
The boys of today seem to know a very few of such 
games; they have little desire to try their mettle in 
such physical contests. About the only games they 
now care for are baseball and football. In playing 
these games, 'a few of the best developed boys monopo- 
lize the playground, while the timid and underdevel- 
oped pupils, who need the exercise the most, are only 
bystanders and get the least exercise. Through super- 
vision by the teachers, we plan to increase the number 
of games ‘and activities that the boys and girls use 
and enjoy, and to see that the timid and undeveloped 
are taken into the games, too. 

We plan to hold competitive field meets, in which all 
pupils meet in physical contests adapted to their ages 
and varying strength and have present for comparison 
pupils from other towns who have made high scores. 
The Modern Health Crusade. This work is in part 
supported by the sale of Red Cross stamps. Pupils 
are rewarded for regularly washing their face and 
hands, sleeping with window up, being in bed ten 
hours, drawing deep breaths, brushing their teeth, 
drinking sufficient water, ete. 


Fourth: Good Manners and Cwil Behavior. 


Tt is a part of each teacher’s contract that she will su- 


pervise the play at recess. By this means we hope to pre- 
vent cheating, bullying, swearing, immoral talk and un- 
fair fighting and teasing on the playground. Teachers 
are asked to insist that the pupils use good manners and 
decency ‘at all times at school, to respect school property 


- 
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and property of other pupils, and not to let the following 
go unpunished: saucily speaking to a passerby, defacing 
books, marking desks, toilets or building, snow-balling 
passing people, snowballing girls and little boys, ete. If 
the plan succeeds, it will be of more value than reading 
and reciting on many pages of civil government.

The following is a modification of the State program 
adopted by vote of the Danville School Board for the School 
District of Danville. | 

“A Subjects’ are those in which the pupil receives 
instruction every day. 

BB and C Subjects’ are those in which the pupil 
receives instruction less frequently, varying from 
once in two weeks to twice in one week. In 
grades above the third, the time given to these 
subjects is largely devoted to individual and class 
reading.

Conclusions: I believe that the poor writing that pre- 
vails in this age is due to carelessness, frequent changes in 
method, and a general failure on the part of most teachers 
to know how to teach it. I have chosen a muscular move- 
ment method for use in this union. This method has been 
adopted almost universally now and seems likely to be a 
very permanent adoption.

2—The pupils of the upper grades are much below stand- 
ard in silent reading, which is the basis of most 
studying and of nearly all reading after one’s school 
days are over.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


After reading the annual report of Superintendent Pit- 
kin, there would appear to be little need of any further 
report from the Board. We are now, however, more than 
half through another year, for which, nevertheless, all par- 
ents and citizens must wait twelve months for any report, 
as the school year closes August 31, while the town re- 
ports are not printed until after the closing of the town 
books on January 31, following. For this reason the 
Board recommends that a separate report for the schools 
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be printed in September of each year. 

While we shall not undertake to furnish an account of 
the finances during the intervening period, we do feel that 
a general report will be of interest and submit the follow- 
ing: 


TEACHERS. 


We were not able to retain any one of the three teach- 
ers from last year, but with the assistance of the super- 
intendent, and at increased salaries, we succeeded in fill- 
ing the positions. All of them have had previous experi- 
ence, are giving good satisfaction, and merit the hearty 
support and co-operation of every parent and interested 
person. Our action in authorizing a considerable in- 
crease in their salaries, we feel, has been justified by re- 
sults and will meet the approval of the voters. 

The State requires signed contracts from teachers for 
the entire school year, at stated salaries, which we believe 
to be sound business policy. 


BurLtpIncs AND PLAYGROUNDS. 


The buildings now in use (2) are in very good repair, 
generally, and, so far as we know, meet the requirements 
of the State Board. The next annual report will show the 
amount expended for the required alterations, but having 
been completed, we hope that nothing more than the usual 
upkeep will be necessary for some time to come. 

The town is fortunate in the size and location of the 
playgrounds about the buildings. We believe that their 
condition throughout the year will compare favorably with 
other towns. An expenditure of a small amount each 
year for equipment will be conducive to the health and 
morals of the children. It is our belief that the general 
good health of the pupils can be attributed in no small 
degree to the careful supervision required to the observ- 
ance of modern sanitary measures in and about the build- 
ings and grounds. 
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STATE SUPERVISION. 


The Board has endeavored to co-operate, so far as pos- 
sible, in carrying out the requirements of this law during 
the two years it has been in effect. The superintendent 
has labored unceasingly and patiently with us to make its 
application clear, consistent and effective. We believe 
that it will ultimately work out to the satisfaction of the 
parents and voters. Without presumption, we suggest 
further modifications of the curriculum, that still more em- 
phasis may be placed on fundamentals. Further, we 
know from observation and experience that, while reports - 
are necessary for comparisons, they are in general irksome 
to the teachers and should be limited to such as may be 
absolutely necessary. 

In conclusion, don’t forget your children need your su- 
pervision, and the teachers your co-operation. Make your 
school visits frequent and helpful. Assist us with your 
recommendations and criticisms.
